“Our menu will consist of 
rice and tea, to point up the 
Southeast Asia war,” said 
Catherine Jermany, head of 
the California Welfare Rights 
Organization. 

“The 14-cent price was se- 
lected because that is the 
amount President Nixon is 1 
allowing welfare recipients 
for meals under his so-called 
Family Assistance Plan.”
